1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest wherein an end of said photosensitive 
object is detected based on said signal from said photo detector in combination with all the other 
elements recited in independent claim 1. 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest wherein said photo detector detects an 
end of said photosensitve object by detecting a change of light amount caused by the light which 
has passed through said optical shutter in combination with all the other elements recited in 
independent claim 1 1 . 

The prior art of record docs not disclose or suggest wherein the relative speed of said 
photosensitive object when said photosensitive portion is exposed is slower than the relative 
speed of said photosensitive object when said non-photosensitive portion is exposed in 
combination with all the other elements recited in independent claim 18.
